tures new ” furnish ample 1 oe for 
upon thousands of wild cattle, and the 
streams in tish of rare excellence. We must not 
forget to menton that Mrs. Charles H. Utter, a 
lady who keenly relishes a life on the tented 
field. where health and real pleasure can be 
gained and enjoyed to the fullest measure, was 
one of the party. 
On the fourth day our party reached the North 
Park, about 4 p. m., aud from the time of arrival 
till dark the three hunters ——— ed 
caw and hunted for 
ap kilied and vent to 
The shambles of the 
“Silver Queen,“ Gr. end Black 
Hawk were gr at the time of which we are 
writing, with as fine a display of fat, luscious 
game a6 ever graced any market in the wide 
world. We should have mentioned that, as son 
as hunting commenced, a four-horse wagon was 
kept constantly running between the Hot 
Springs and Georgetown, until thectose of the 
bunt in .Deeember, a period of about. three 
months. 
At the expiration of two weeks, the camp 
was rembdved to the foot of Whiuely Peak, in 
Middie Park, where our partyremeimed ten days, 
and killed and sent to market 140 antelopes. 
They now moved to the mouth of the trouble- 
eome, and there caught a four-homse wagon-load 
of fish and sent them to market. 
Aud now our Nimrods, filled to satiety with 
Waltonian pleasures, turn their faces westward 
to the Valleys of the Yampah, to hunt the biack- 
tail deer, the hide of the Western Nimrod. 
Now commenced leisurely the work of driving 
over a space of country of about 300 miles in 
extent, for s period of four weeks. In two 
weeks time our party killed 309 black - tail deer, 
and sent them to market. 
We vistted the barn of Mr. O. H. Utter, a short 
time since, and saws game sight, cach as we 
nver saw before. 
Five bundred and fifty-four elk, antelope, and 
biack-tail deer, besides a four-horse wagon-load 
of hob. the result of one hut. Deat this.truth- 
ful tale wao can.

It is admitted by the high-tariff people that 
the United States produce cheaper raw ma- 
terials of the great lines of manufacture, such 
as cottons, woolens, furniture, leather goods, 
and of iron and steel, than any country in 
Europe; and also that they produce the’ 
cheapest food of every description, as flesh, 
fish, fowl, bread, butter, milk, vegetables, 
and fruits. No European country can begin 
to compare with the United States in cheap- 
ness, variety, and abundance of food prod- 
ucts. There is more coal already discovered 
in the United States than is known to exist 
in all the rest of the world, and it can be 
mined with far less labor, and therefore 
expense, than the coals of Europe, which are 
much exhausted, and are now only found at. 
great depths and distances from the outlets, 
This country exports more surplus agricultural 
products, including wheat, oats, corn, cot- 
ton, tobacoo, beef, pork, lard, butter, and 
cheese, than any other nation in the world, 
Indeed. it is the only country that produces 
all these valuable commodities, and has.more 
than it can consume of them all every year, 
Being in sure possession of all the elements 
and facilities for cheap manufacturing, viz.; 
cheap food, cheap fuel, and cheap raw mate- 
rials, why is it that the United States do not 
successfully compete and undersell the dear 
food, scarce coal, and high-price raw-ma- 
terial manufacturing nations? How does it 
happen that we cannot compete with the 
manufacturers of Great Britain, France, Ger- 
many, and Belgium, who pay about double 
the American price for bread, butter, meat, 
milk, and vegetables, a quarter to a half more 
for lumber, coal, and iron ore, 15 to 25 
per cent more for hides and wool, and 
6 to 10 per cent more for raw cotton, 
than the manufacturers of the United States ? 
Are their mechanics so much more skiljful 
and rapid workmen than ours? Are they 
more inventive? Do they surpass us in the 
use Of labor-saving processes so greatly as to 
neutralize allour enormous advantages over 
them in cheaper food, fuel, force, and raw 
material? ‘Will it be asserted that Britieh 
and European operatives work for so much 
| less wages than ours that, notwithstanding 
all the immense natural advantages our man- 
ufacturers possess in cheapness of raw ma- 
terials, food, and fuel, still they cannot hold 
their own against these competitors? We 
must demur to any such plea. Tens of 
thousands of British and German mechan. 
ics who came to this country for work 
and high pay have returned. home within the 
last ten years, because they could not subsist 
or support their families on the “ pauper 
wages ” offered them here. They have gone 
back (in disgust and disappointment), be- 
cause they can get better compensation and 
steadier employment in their own countries. 
If their wages seem to be less in the number 
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of dollars, yet they can make their earnings | 


go farther in support of their families. If 
food and fuel are dearer, rent and dothing 
are far cheaper, and they are paid in solid’ 
coin, which is worth all it professes to be, 
and is not at a fluctuating discount of 15 to 
20 per cent below its face. 

The answer has not yet been given to the 
question why it is that our manufacturers, 
with all their great advantages in price of 
food, motive-power, and raw materials over 
their European competitors, are unable to ex- 
port their surplus goods to foreign markets 
and sell them in competition with 
English, French, Belgian, and German manu- 
facturers. Let us search for a solution of 
this astonishing state of facts, Is this not it, 
that our ultra high tariff has rendered nearly 
all manufactures artificially dear, and dear 
goods makes expensive housekeeping, and 


‘| that each class tries to recoup itself for its 


losses by taxing back on the community? On 
the great lines of manufactares the tariff im- 
poses a tax of 40 to 80 percent. The do- 
mestic manufacturer can, therefore, charge 


| our people 35 to 75 per cent for his goodg 


above the foreign market price without 


| danger of being undersold by imported mer- 


chandise. This is what is called ‘“ protec- 
tion to American industry.” The avowed 
object of the legislators who imposed 80 
enormous a prohibitory tax was to author- 
ize and enable the Eastern manufac- 
turers to sell their wares to the 
people of the West and Sonth at one-third to 
two-thirds more than the goods were worth, 
which privilege they have availed themselves 
of with great cheerfulness and alacrity. This 
special authorization by Congress to charge 
the West and South a price and a half or two 
prices for their goods goes by the soft, sweet, 
and seductive name of Protection, but plain- 
spoken, blunt people call it legalized robbery. 

It is obvious that, while this system of 


: charging a price and a half for manufactures 


continues, no domestic goods can be exported 
to foreign markets forsale. Whatever sur- 
plus may be produced must remain unsold, 
and the shops, mills, and furnaces must stop 
producing, and turn their operatives out on 
the streets, or work them on half time. This 
is precisely the state of things we have 
had forthe last two or three years. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of working people have 
been living in enforced idleness, either sub- 
sisting on charity or prowling around the 
country as tramps. They, poor fellows, have 
been protected with a vengeance. 

What is the remedy for this sad and disas- 
trous condition of things? Is it not to re- 
move the artificial high price of merchandise, 
and with it the artificial high cost of living 
and producing ? If the cost of housekeeping 
and manufacturing were cheap, ‘the goods 
produced by the mills and factories would 
necessarily be cheap. Then the surplus pro- 
ductions not needed at home could be export- 
ed abroad and sold in exchange for whatever 
our country needs to buy, and any balance 
coming to us would be paid in gold by 
the foreign purchasers. This would give full 


‘employment to our idle operatives, both men 
and women. More coal would have to be 


mined and iron ore extracted from the earth. 


Activity would replace stagnation, and pros- 


perity and plenty would drive away hard times 
and scarcity and the pinchings of poverty. 
Whenever Congress abolishes the artificially- 
dear goods, costly production, and expensive- 
living system, then will the enormous natural 
advantages we possess in cheaper food, fuel, 
and raw materials over European nations 
begin immediately to manifest themselves in 
our successful competition in the sale of 
goods in the markets of the world. In the 
fervid language of our pious Methodist 
friends, May the good Lord hasten that 
blessed day ! 


A DEMOCRATIC CAT OUT OF THE BAG. 

As will be noticed in the House debate on 
Thursday last, the Consular and Diplomatic 
Appropriation bill being pending, under the 
gentle persuasion of Mr. Haz (Republican), 
of Maine, Mr. Srxeirrox, member from Mis- 
sissippi, ex-Confederate, and a representative 
Southern Democrat, who is also a member of 
the Committee on Appropriations, which un- 
der the rules has been made superior to the 


Committee on Ways and Means, and who had 


the bill in charge, opened the bag and let the 
Wemocratic cat out. When it became appar- 
ent that the animal was fairly out, there was 
general consternation on the Democratic side. 
They sought in vain to catch the animal and 
return it to its bag. They belabored the un- 
fortunate Smorrrom with might and main. 
They whacked him across the face. They 
made him eat humble pie. The whole Demo- 
cratic side of the House wriggled backwards 
like crabs. They clamored, and expostulated, 
and insisted that Srnea.eron, who was a no- 
body, had protested too much. But it was 
all too late. The bag wasempty. The cat 
was out, scampering and frisking and chasing 
its tail in delight over its liberty; and all the 
country has seen the pretty little beast. 

Now that it is out in full sight, let us 
examine the animal. Mr. Srvereron, in the 
course of the discussion replying to some 
prior remarks of Mr. Haun on Southern 
claims, naively stated that the South had 
three schemes to accomplish in this Congress. 
No Republican member objecting, he stated 
that one was to improve and protect the 
levees of the Mississippi and to reclaim the 
alluvial soil of the Delta, which would be of 
more value than all the Black Hills in the 
country, as 7,000,000 bales of cotton could be 
raised on this reclaimed land.” In other 
words, Mr. Suycizron’s little scheme is to in- 
crease production 7,000,000 bales and reduce 
prices to 3 cents per pound or thereabouts; 
to enrich the bottom land-owners and specu- 
lators, and starve out the upland farmers. 
This is getting up a corner on cotton with a 
vengéance. Where are our Illinois specula- 
tors that some of them do not get up a 
scheme for increasing the wheat crop a hun- 
dred million bushels or so for their benefit? 
And this is the first precious scheme,—to tax 
the people of this country for the benefit of 
a crowd of Southern speculators, who pro- 
pose to monopolize the cotton crop to the 
disadvantages of other cotton-growers! To 
cut off the fees of our starveling Consuls 
and cripple West Point in order that Mr. 
Smsoreton and his fellow-speculators may 
absorb the cotton crop and starve out the 
cotton-growers who do not happen to own 
the alluvial soil of the bottom lands along 
the Mississippi River! This is scheme No. 
1, of which Mr. Snicieton delivered himself 
witbout pressure. 

Finding that Mr. SixoieTon was in a com- 
municative mood, Mr. Hal gently pressed 
him for apother scheme, whereupon the 
willing SinexeTon replied that another was 
the Southern Pacific Railroad. In other 
words, the second scheme of the House 
Democrats is Tom Scorr's scheme to get the 
credit at the Government for 6300, 000,000 
of interest and the assumption of 150, 000, 
000 indebtedness to build a railroad across 
the arid wastes of Arizona and New Mexico, 
the charter of which he has already forfeited 
by nonfulfillment of its conditions im the

specified time. More than this, Mr. Sinoxe- 
Ton admits that the scheme of the South, 
end of the Democratic party North and 
South, is to plunder the Federal Treasury for 
the benefit of a Philadelphia Construction 
Ring, when the California Company, as we 
have several times shown, stands ready to 
byild the road with private capital upon the 


original land-grant, which should be taken 


from Tom Scorr for non-fulfillment of con- 
tract. This is scheme No. 2. : 

By this time the cat was so far out of the 
bag that the Northern Democrats began to 
grow restive, but Mr. Hate completed the 
work and released the animal by asking him :

SECRETARY FISH’S BLUNDER. 

The London Times has given Mr. Fran 
something like the lie direct. It flatly de- 
nies his astonishing assertion that the real 
author of the Monroz doctrine was the Brit 
ish Prime Minister, Mr. Cannrna. In this 
detail, Mr. Fisu has not blundered as badly 
as in the gist of his circular note on Cuban 
affairs, but in it both he and his assailant 
are wrong. The facts, as given in Von 
Horst’s Constitutional and Political His- 
tory of the United States,” are that Cax Nm 
was at first inclined to aid the Holy Alliance 
in its scheme for directly interfering with 
American affairs in such a way as to keep not 
only Cuba, but the South American Repub- 
lics, under the Spanish yoke. But after the 
Congress of Verona, and before the 
promulgation of the Mownroz doctrine, 
Caxntno’s views had quite veered around. 
He promised Russ, our Ambassador, the sup- 
port of England in carrying out that doctrine 
at that time. It appears, therefore, that 
Secretary Fisn is wrong in saying that Can- 
NING was the author of the dogma, but no 
more wrong than the 7iusderer is in saying 
that it ‘directly traversed the councils of 
Mr. Canntnae.” 80 far, dishonors are easy. 

But in the substance of this Cuban note 
our Secretary of State is utterly and hope- 
lessly wrong. In begging foreign Govern- 
ments to help us settle the Cuban question, — 
a question which really only concerns Spain 
and the United States,—he has flown 
in the face of the Moxnon doctrine, 
both as it is and as it is generally sup- 
posed to be, and has invited the 
snub which he has received in the flat refusal 
of England and Germany to interfere. If 
the snub were confined to him it would not 
much matter, but in him the people of the 
United States have been insulted. And they 
must pocket the affront which their repre- 
sentative has invited. Since the only alter- 
native was to receive a refusal or an accept- 
ance, it is fortunate, on the whole that we, 
got the first and a snub. Cuba is our con- 
cern, not that of England, or France, or Ger- 
many, or Russia, or Austria, or Italy, or 
Greece. We alone can settle the disputes 
with Spain, unless we choose to abandon our 
rights. ‘The quarto volumes of correspond- 
ence on the. affairs of the island 
and American interests therein have been 
written by American pseudo-statesmen, 
not by foreign diplomats. Rurope 
daes not suffer. We do. Europe has no in- 
terest in the trouble. We have. We want 
no foreign partnerships. We wish no coun- 
terpart of the Turkish question on this side 
of the Atlantic. * WaSsAHN ro was right in 
his warning against ‘* entangling alliances.” 
An orchestra of nations, in which we played 
second fiddle, would not be a good thing for 
us to organize. Yet just this would have 
been brought about if England and Germany 
had taken advantage of Mr. Fisu’s blunder, 


a blunder the less excusable because our 


doing anything whatever with Cuba is merely a 
question of forbearance, not of power. Spain 
could do nothing effective to hinder, and 
no one European power, acting with Spain, 
could defeat us in doing whatever we think is 
right. We have four wrongs to right. Spain 
has promised us to abolish slavery in Cuba 
and has not done so. She has committed out- 
rages on American citizens in Cuba, and is 
still committing them. She throws our citi- 
zens into jail in a country where the laben 
corpus is unknown, and where juries are 
packed with a skill that would not discredit a 
Cook County Shefiff and his bailiffs. Last 
and greatest, she regulates Cuban trade with 
outrageous injustice to us. She supports her 
own chaotic Governments by money drawn 
from Americans through Cuba. For this, 
our tariff is partly responsible, but 
the main fault is hers. Having these 
grievances to settle, we spent mill- 
ions of dollars in putting our fleet into 
fighting trim and taking it to a point whence 
it could easily descend upon the “Queen of 
the Antilles,” and then, instead of doing any- 
thing, we crawled before foreign courts, 
begged their aid, and got snubbed for our 
pains—and very rightly. Let us either give 
the matter up or do it all ourselves, 
— — 

The House Committee on Military Affairs 
have reported an amended bill to regulate 
the pay and allowances of Officers as 
follows: General of the Army (Suzeman), 
$10,000 instead of $13,500; Lieutenant-Gen- 
eral (SuERIDAN), $8,000 instead of $11,000;

The animus of 
the report is only too apparent. It is to 
strike at the two great Union Generals who 
inflicted the most harm upon the Confeder- 
ates, and to get $6,500 more towards sppro- 
priations for ex-Rebels who lost mules or ba- 
con when Suzuman went on his March to the 
Sea and Suezrpaw swept across the Virginia 
valleys, Does any one suppose that if the 
offices of General and Lieutenant-General 
were held by the ex-Confederates Lez and 
SronzwaL. Jackson there would be any re- 
duction of pay? 
CONSOLIDATING SMALL MISSIONS. 

The discussion of the bill appropriating 
money for our Consular service shows that 
both parties are wrong in their views of the 
matter. The Democrats have gone too far in 
their would-be economy, and the Republic- 
ans have resisted some most just reductions, 

The abolition of the Embassy to Greece is 
wise. The chief duty of our Minister there 
is to look at the Acropolis., The most im- 
portant recent’ dispatch from Gen. Reap, 
the Minister, was devoted toa statement that, 
at some recent celebration, the Queen wore a 
white satin dress, which “seemed to steal 
the color from her cheeks.” So pretty, but 
it is scarcely worth while to pay a Minister 
for chronicling such instances of innocent 
petty larceny. A Consul at Athens or the 
Pirgeus could do all the necessary work. The 
Minister has a sinecure. His office should be 
abolished. At Hayti, the respectable color- 
ed gentleman who represents the United 
States seems to be mainly occupied in 
turhing his residence into an asylum for re- 
bellious cutthroats, and in issuing—in ex- 
change for fees—naturalization-certificates of 
dubious legality. Better make him a Consul, 
and save money and reputation. The consol- 
idation of the Central and South Amer- 
ican missions is another proper thing to 
do. Most of them are mere receptacles for 
played-out Congressmen and decayed dead- 
„beats, who besiege an incoming Administra- 

tion, and literally bore themselves into these 
*sinecures, Our late Minister to Peru had so 
ilittle to do that he went into business in 
Lima as a pawnbroker, Mr. Moxnon, of 
‘Oberlin, O., in a speech on Thursday, op- 
posed this necessary consolidation. The 
Press dispatch thus reports,him: 

He expressed his belief that one of the noblest and 
‘grandest fields of commerce in the future would bo 
"the States of South America, and he thought that the 
| American people ought to be the possessor of that 
‘field, He knew that the existing commerce there was 
small, bat he asked whether the United States were 
| prepared to accept the low and poor condition of its 
‘commerce as an unchangeable thing. Did Con- 
_ gress mean to proclaim to the civilized world that the 
United States did not mean to bea great commercial 
power, but meant to have ite name erased from the 
| ligt of commercial nations? He could not believe that 
that was the opinion of this House. 

It is not difficult to answer these questions. 
Congress, by passing a high protective tariff, 
made American goods too dear to export to 
these countries and wiped away our trade 
with them, and has proclaimed that the 
United States is prepared to accept the low 
and poor condition of its commerce as an un- 
changeable thing; that it does not mean to be 
a great commercial power”; and that it does 
mean to have its name erased from the list 
‘of commercial nations.” The fruit of this 
Congressional folly is shown in the case of 
Brazil, which importa each year 3,000,000 
yards of cotton cloth from the United States 
and 97,000,000 from England made of 
American cotton. With a revenue tariff, 
these figures would be reversed. For the 
high tariff, Mr. Moxno is partly responsible. 
When he and the rest of Congress turn about 
and stop the policy which has wiped out of 
existence our export trade to South America, 
we may need missions to all the South 
American States. Until then, the Democrats 
are right in abolishing them. But they are 
wrong in cutfing down Consular salaries, 
which are already too low, and here is where 
Republican opposition is needed. 


DEMOCRATIC HYPOCRISY ON THE TARIFF. 

The Democratic party in Congress and in 
the country is now confronted with a direct 
issue upon a question upon which that party, 
up to the date of the Rebellion, had an hon- 
orable and successful record, and on which 
the party has been profuse in protesta- 
tions and promises of what it would do if 
it only had the chance. The chance is pre- 
sented. The Democratic party has an over- 
whelming majority in the House of Repre- 
sentatives. It has the control of the Com- 
mittees, of all the machinery of legislation, 
and on this particular subject has a large Re- 
publican support in both Houses of Con- 
greas. The Democratic party has been known 
to the country as in favor of a tariff for rev- 
enue only, and as opposed to levying taxes 
on consumers for so-called Protection.

The 
Presidential election of 1844 thrust the 
Whigs out of power, and the first use that 
was made of the victory by the Democrats 
was to enact the revenue tariff of 1846, 
which eliminated every vestige of special 
subsidy protection. So successful was that 
tariff that the prostrated and infant 
manufactures of America, instead of perish- 
ing from the loss of ‘‘ Protection,” put on 
new life and vigor. Manufactures and ex- 
ports increased; the revenue so increased 
that the free list was greatly expanded. New 
England, through her representatives in Con- 
gress, was foremost, even as late as 1857, in 
reducing the tariff, and never had manufac- 
turers or the people enjoyed such solid pros- 
perity as under the revenue tariff in opera- 
tion from 1857 to 1861,—as Monnr . himself 
has confessed in one of his speeches on the 
floor of Congress. Ever since the protective 
tariff was restored the Democratic party has 
been complaining of excessive tariff taxation, 
and promising that if it could get into power 
once more it would abolish the enormities 
and abuses of a system which cannot be 
justified save as the robber justifies his ex- 
actions on the highway. The Democrats 
have been loud and vehement in their 
denunciations of the Republican par- 
ty of the Eastern States for their 
excessive and plunilering taxation of the 
people under the tariff enacted since 
1860. In this complaint there has been more

Has it ever occurred 
to these people that our protective tariff 
is the very thing which has done more to en- 
rich England and inerease her manufactures 
than any other action on our part that was 
possible? Great Britain in the year 1875 
exported cotton goods to the value, in En- 
gland, of three hundred millions of dollars, 
of which more than one-fourth were sent to 
countries on the American Continent and to 
China and Japan, comparatively our neigh- 
bors. Great Britain imported all the raw 
material ef this manufacture from the cotton 
to the minutest item of dye stuff and chemi- 
cal used in the business.

THE CITIZENS OF OUR OWN COUNTRY WHO OWN 
FELLOW-BEINGS.

Wasuincton, D. C., Feb, 4.—It bas repeatedly 
been asserted that a great number of Americau 
citizens at present own slaves in Cuba, and a 
resolution was receutly introduced in the House 
directing the Foreign Affairs Committee to look 
into this matter, and also to ascertain the facts 
in regard to the complaints and claims against 
Spain which have been filed in the Department 
of State by American citizens in Cuba on ac- 
count of the wrongs suffered or losses sustained 
in their business. On the 31st of January, the 
Chairman of the Committee, Gov. Swann, ad- 
dressed a letter of inquiry on this subject to 
Secretary Fish, who has sent to him along reply. 
He says that tne claims that have been filed 
are of twe classes,—first,those of citizeus of the 
United States for losses suffered on account of 
wrongs and injuries to their persons or property 
committed by the authorities of Spain in Cuba 
since the Ist of October, 1868. Claims of this 
class, Secretary Fish says, are in pursuance of 
an agreement entered into between this Gov- 
erament and the Government of Spain on the 
Lach of February, 1871, submitted to

claims de finds, from the report made by 
the advocate of the United States to the 
State Department, that there have been pre- 
sented to the Commission, since ite organlza- 
tion, 115 cases.

ELECTING DELEGATES. 

A meeting of members of the National Butter 
and Egg Association aad other geptiemen inter- 
ested in the dairy business was held yesterday 
afternoon at the rooms of the Produce Exchange, 
corner of LaSalie and Lake streets. 

President Gooch occupied the chair, and Mr. 
Crowell was electe] Secretary pro tem. 

The President said that be hoped that the Ohi- 
cago mempersbip in the Association would be 
well represented at the Convention which was to 
be held at Davenport March 1. He bad letters 
going to show that Boston, Philadelpbia, and 
other Eastern cities would send s large number 
of delegates. 

Mr. Chase moved the appointment of a com- 
mittee of thres to canvass the members of the 
trade to see how many would go to the Conven- 
tion. Tus Committee was voted, and made to 
consist of Messrs. Chase, Howell, and Dexter. 
They were instructed to secure all necessary 
hotel accommodations at the Burtis House, 
Davenport. 

The President said that several subjects of 
much importance to the egg and butter interest 
were coming up for discussion at the Vavenport 
Convention, and he hoped Chicago would be 
represented by some good papers.
